Maybe, just maybe, Mr. and Mrs. Black and 
Latino legislators you should read the entire 
bill before voting on it. What concerns your sub- 
urban colleagues may not be in the best inter- 
est of your constituents.

ANSWER TO OVERCROWDED PRISONS. 


SMALLER PRISONERS. 


How small? In Massachusetts it’s 14 years 
old. In Oregon it’s 12. Wisconsin, 10. And in 
some states, there is no age minimum. this is 
the result of a new “tough on crime” attitude 
towards juvenile crime. An attitude that 
encourages individual states to prosecute 
young children as adults and incarcerate them 
in adult prisons. These new practices are 
destroying a century-old system that protects 
children from contact with adult prisons. 

it is also unfair in that it is minorities that 


are being targeted. Three out of four youths 
admitted to adult courts are children of color, 
despite the fact that most juvenile crimes are 
committed by whites. Everyday, more and more 
prosecutors are moving young offenders into 
the adult court system without any regard to 
the child’s age or circumstance. 

One example is Anthony Laster. A mentally 
disabled 15-year-old who stole $2 from a class- 
mate for food. He was charged as an adult on 
counts of strong-arm robbery and extortion, 
which is punishable by a sentence of 30 years to 
life. 

These children are small and vulnerable, 
and in adult prisons they are the constant vic- 
tims of rape and violence. One case in Idaho: 1 
17-year-old boy was jailed for not paying $73 in 
traffic fines. In the short time he was impris- 
oned, he was tortured and murdered by adult 
prisoners. 

Another tragedy occurred in Texas. A 
teenage boy was sent to an adult prison where 
he was repeatedly raped and beaten by adult 
inmates. After writing his father, telling him 
that he was no longer able to tolerate the 
abuse, he hung himself in his cell. In 1994 
alone, 45 children met their deaths in adult 
prisons, and to this date, the number continues 
to climb as over 18,000 children are incarcerat- 
ed annually. 

It’s been proven that these children are 
more likely to be physically and sexually 
abused in adult prisons and are more likely to 
continue committing crimes after their release. 

These harsh laws are not the answer. Not 
when juvenile crime has been decreasing for 
the last six years. These laws are unjust and 
desperately need to be reconsidered. It’s wrong 
to imprison children with adult criminals. 
Why? the answer is simple. Because they’re 
children.

Tolls on New Jersey Turnpike increase 


The last time the New Jersey turnpike increased 
its tolls, was 1991. This time, the prices have gone 
up by 20 percent to 100 percent for motorists paying 
cash. E-ZPass users get a bit of a break: They will 
pay only 8 percent more during week-day rush 
hours and on weekends. The rest of the time they 
will pay the old rate. 


In an attempt to encourage more motorists to 
avoid the state’s main artery during weekday rush 
hours, E-ZPass users face no toll increase at all if 
they travel during off-peak hours. The state has 
designated 7 to 9 a.m. and 4:30 to 6:30 p.m., 
Monday through Friday, as peak pricing times.
